Town Democrats 
Whoop-lf-Up At 
State Convention 


Community Development Director Deborah Dachos 
served her first official day at Town Hall last Monday 
answering queries from local merchants, fair housing 
officials and reviewing the merits of an application for 
a state grant. 

Experienced in Grants 

Ms. Dachos, experienced in grants writing and in¬ 
dustrial development coordination, said she was glad 
"to be working back in the valley." 

Ms. Dachos, a resident of Hampden, is the former 
principal planner at a planning agency in Fitchburg. 

The department has been established in an effort to 
coordinate town development and to receive more fun¬ 
ding from state and federal sources. 

While the department's creation and funding have 
been approved by Town Council for this year, several 
councilors have protested the department's creation 
over the last several years. 

Several of these same councilors have indicated they 
will vote to nix the $35,000 department during upcom¬ 
ing budget reviews. 

Ms. Dachos has taken this possible lack of funding 
in stride and expressed no grave concern. "Every town 
department has to come up for refunding every year," 
she said. 

While Ms. Dachos officially began work on Monday, 
she did arrive two weeks early to contribute in the 
preparation of a $700,000 state grant application for 
community revitalization in the north end of town. 

Department of Public Works Superintendent Jack 
Stone and Town Engineer Michael Suprenaut, who 
have been writing grant applications for the town, 
credited Dachos' efforts as being essential to com¬ 
pleting the forms to meet the deadline. 

Residential Restoration 

Ms. Dachos noted that the grant would provide 
funds for residential restoration and sanitary and storm 
sewers in the older neighborhoods of North Agawam.

55 Teachers Get 
Pink Slips For 
Possible Lay-Offs

The School Committee last Tuesday night voted 
unanimously to notify of possible dismissal for "good 
cause" 13 tenured teachers current I v employed in 
Agawam. Together with notification of possible non 
renewal of contracts for 42 non-tenurec ;eachers, the 
total number of teachers issued pink slips stands at 55 

In recommending such notification as of June 30th 
for the 13 tenured teachers. Superintendent of Schools 
James Bruno Jr. cited decreasing enrollment, limited 
funding, and constraints of Proposition 2h as good 
cause. 

State law requires that tenured teachers be notified 
of possible layoff by April 15th 

This is the third consecutive year in which the School 
Department has had to notify large numbers of 
teachers cf possible layoffs. Two years ago, 109 
teachers were issued notices, and last year 64 received 
notices. Through attrition and additional state aid, all 
positions were retained. 

Though a total of 55 have been notified this year, 
School Committee Chairperson Rosemary Sandlin has 
estimated that only seven will actually lose their jobs. 
All members of the School Committee have pledgea to 
make budget cuts in all possible areas prior to cutting 
any staff. 

Business Manager James Coon declared that the 
news of an additional $484,979 in state aid forthcom¬ 
ing to Agawam should help significantly with the 
school budget. 

He indicated the schools' share of that figure should 
be around 51%, an amount consistent with the percen¬ 
tage of the overall tax rate designated for schools 

Although legislative leaders in Boston have express 
ed support for Governor Dukakis' local aid package, it 
still requires passage by the entire legislature No final 
action can be taken until such passage occurs.

Although last Saturday was one of the first days this 
calendar year that allowed most people to go outside 
and enjoy the warm weather, some 3800 delegates 
from around the state assembled at the Springfield 
Civic Center for the 1983 Massachusetts Democratic 
State Issues Convention. Except that this year, the 
delegates, elected from other registered Democrats in 
the ward and town committees last February, got more 
than they bargained for. Along with a convention that 
would establish a platform for the state Democratic 
Party, the state committee decided to hold a Presiden¬ 
tial straw poll, Massachusetts' mini-version of a na¬ 
tional convention. 

Prior to the straw poll Saturday morning, the can¬ 
didates spoke at breakfasts and caucuses in addition 
to the convention itself in a last-minute effort to win 
support. Although none of the candidates gave a 
"jump to your feet" type of speech, it appeared that 
former Vice President Walter Mondale was very confi¬ 
dent while Senator John Glenn of Ohio turned away 
any last-minute support he might have picked up. Pro¬ 
bably the best speaker at the convention, although not 
a candidate herself, was the wife of Sen. Ernest Holl- 
ings of South Carolina, Peatsy Hollings, who was 
representing her husband. 

Although there were no real winners or losers, the 
campaign of Sen. Alan Cranston of California got the 
biggest boost, while the showing of Sen. Glenn was the 
biggest disappointment. 

In the 2nd Hampden-Hampshire District, of which 
Agawam is a member, Mondale scored an impressive

victory with 42 votes, while "Jobs" made one of its 
worst showings with only 3 votes. The remainder of the 
votes went to Sen. Gary Hart with I 1 edging out Sen. 
Glenn with 10. 

The Agawam delegation followed suit with the ma¬ 
jority of support going to Mondale (6 votes). Those 
supporting Mondale were Scott Letendre, James Shaer, 
Donald Rheault, Elizabeth Greenway, Rosemary 
Sandlin, and myself. 

Sen. Glenn received the support of State Represen¬ 
tative Michael Walsh, Rosalie Walsh, and Walter Kerr. 
Carol Drew and Carol Saunders supported the Labor 
candidate "Jobs" while Jordan St. John supported Sen. 
Hart. * * * * * 

Governor Michael Dukakis had his organization out 
in full force Saturday urging supporters to approve 
various issues that are of importance to his term as 
governor. The most important for the new administra¬ 
tion was the passage of a resolution endorsing his pro¬ 
posed "Revenue Enforcement and Protection" 
package on which he has based his budget recommen¬ 
dations for fiscal 1984. 

Other issues which received the party rubber stamp 
were a proposal to ban snub-nosed handguns, a call for 
the repeal of the death penalty, a call for cost-of-living 
increases for all public assistance programs, approval 
of the pro-choice plank, the passing of a charter 
amendment aimed at expending minority representa¬ 
tion at state conventions, and a proposal to enlage the 
state committee from 80 members to 160. 

The most debated issue was the accountability 
amendment, which could not muster up more than half 
of the 4086 possible votes needed for passage. If pass¬ 
ed, this amendment would make the issues convention 
binding, and elected office holders would have to 
adhere to the party platform to be eligible for state par¬ 
ty campaign funds and the right to be placed in 
nomination at party endorsement conventions. 

Supporters of this amendment explained that the 
purpose was to make Democratic officials consistent 
with the party's platform and to put some real meaning 
into the issues convention. Opponents such as Senate 
President William Bulger stated that the party would 
no longer be a Democratic institution and the athe par¬ 
ty thrives on its diversity.

If You've Failed 
The Emissions Test 


DON'T PANIC! Most emissions problems can be 
corrected by routine maintenance, such as carburetor 
adjustment, or a tune up. High levels of carbon monox¬ 
ide or hydrocarbons are an indication that the engine is 
not operating efficiently. 

The Emissions Inspector must give you a copy of 
your test, showing the readings of the amounts of 
hydrocarbons and carbon monoxide your car is emit¬ 
ting. These readings provide some indication of what 
is wrong with your engine. 

If your car is emitting high levels of carbon monox¬ 
ide, the following could be causing the problem: 

*Air/Fuel mixture: adjust idle mixture according to 
manufacturers recommendations 

*Choke: Check for free operation and proper adjust¬ 
ment 

*Air Filter: clean or replace as necessary 

*Thermostatic Air Filter Housing: check for proper 
operation and repair as necessary. 

*PCV valve: replace if clogged or sticking 

*Heat riser: check for free operation and lubricate or 
replace as necessary 

If your car's hydrocarbon emissions are too high, the 
following could be causing the problem: 

*lgnition system: check plugs, points, condensor, 
plug wires etc. Replace as necessary 

* Dwell/timing: adjust to manufacturers specification 

* Air pump: replace air pump or control valve as 
necessary 

*Air Fuel ration: same as CO guide above. In addi¬ 
tion to carburetor adjustment, air fuel ratio can also be 
affected by: vacuum system leaks, defective EGR or 
PCV valves. 

This information is presented as a guide to the cause 
of your car's high emissions levels. Bring this along 
with your test results to the mechanic repairing your 
car. You should discuss your test results and the above 
tips prior to authorizing work on your vehicle. 


Town Manager Edward A. Caba and Town Council 
President Donald Rheault have appointed a special 
council subcommittee to review the terms of the Hamp¬

The committee was formed following the council's 
tabling of the contract at its April 4th meeting. Deep 
concerns over the cost of participation grew as 
Shaughnessy noted the contract specified no set amount 
the town would have to pay for participation. 

Hampden County Commissioner Thomas O'Connor 
and County Dog Officer Paul Fieldstad had informed the 
council during informal reviews of the contract that thf 
cost for participating communities would be $1 pe 
capita, or approximately $28,000 for Agawam. 

Both Fieldstad and O'Connor will be invited to tl 
committee meeting which is tentatively set for Wednr 
day, April 20th. 

While Shaughnessy said he is concerned town exp*" 
ditures could exceed $28,000 if this amount was ■ • 
written into the contract, he remains a skeptic ab' • 
that figure being competitive with the town's presc" 
dog control program headed by Santo DeSpirit of Co*- 
gamond Kennels in Southwick. 

Shaughnessy said he expected by the end of the cur 
rent fiscal year the dog program will cost the town no 
more than $22,000. 

"Right now we're enjoying service from DeSpirit 
which has reduced police complaints by two-thirds. This 
service is coming in one-third under budget," 
Shaughnessy said. 

Questions Need 

Shaughnessy also said he questioned the need for a 
subcommittee on the county program, and noted, "This 
committee will not return to the council with a recom¬ 
mendation for or against the county program. We will 
conduct a meeting for fact-finding purposes only." 

Proponents of the county program have argued 
regional control is necessary as present town dog of¬ 
ficers are not allowed to cross town lines. 

Regional dog control supporters also say the county 
plan will have the ability to pool labor and confront 
packs a dogs, a widely recognized problem in this area.

April 15th Deadline 
For Income Tax Here 

As the April 15 deadline for filing tax returns ap¬ 
proaches, many taxpayers are scrambling around try¬ 
ing to delay, if not avoid, the inevitable. 

"Many people put off doing their tax returns until the 
last minute. Then, because of the complexity of the tax 
laws, or lack of money, they want to file an extension, 
says Steven B. Mosher, District Manager of H & R 
Block. "Unfortunately, what most people don't realize 
is that the extensions only grant them additional time 
to file their tax return. It does not extend the time for 
payment of any tax due." 

When filing an extension, taxpayers must estimate 
their total tax liability for the year and what their total 
balance due will be. This full amount must be sent in or 
the extension will not be granted. 

One of the largest penalties assessed by the IRS is a 
late filing penalty, Mosher said. "If a taxpayer does not 
have the money to pay his balance due, he should still 
mail in the return, without the payment. While the IRS 
will still charge interest, the taxpayer will avoid the late 
filing penalty." This penalty is 5% of the tax not paid 
per month, or any part of a month up to 25%. Also, the 
Tax Equity and Fiscal Responsibility Act (TEFRA) of 
1982 has raised the minimum penalties for late filing. 
If the return is more than 60 days late the penalty will 
be the lesser of $100 or 100% of the tax due. 

Interest will always be assessed on the amounts paid 
after the due date of the return, even if an extension is 
filed. The IRS charges 16% compounded daily. 

To receive an extension, taxpayers should file a form 
4868 with the IRS. "A major change is that the exten¬ 
sions are now four months, instead of two months as in 
the past, giving taxpayers until August 15 to file their 
returns," Mosher said.

Understanding A Child's 
Emotional Needs 

The adult must understand the youngster's emo¬ 
tional needs. This is done by empathy, understanding 
and love. Love contributes to the child's security and 
gives a feeling of being valued. Love can be given in 
return. 

Demonstrate in word and touch how much the child 
is loved. An emotionally mature adult who accepts the 
fact of death with courage and wisdom but not stoical¬ 
ly will convey to the youngster that the business of life 
is living. The dead are to be remembered with ap¬ 
preciation, but after a short time the energies of those 
who mourn must turn again to those who live on. 

Assist the child to unburden feelings through expres¬ 
sion, confession, remembrance and release. The child 
needs to talk, not just to be talked to. Every opportunity 
should be given to discuss memories of the person who 
has died, to ask questions and be permitted to even ex¬ 
press antipathy as well as affection for the deceased if 
this is desired. 

Adults should encourage the child to accept the 
reality of death. The child's reaction to a death is 
geared to his particular stage of development. Parents 
must be careful not to attach adult-oriented meanings 
to the ways in which a child expresses an understan¬ 
ding of death. Nor should they shame or criticize for 
whatever responses are being made. 

For the child whose grief is deep and sustained, pro¬ 
vide every possible opportunity to talk about the loss. 
Then aid the child in getting into age-appropriate 
social activities. The necessity for carrying on day-to- 
day routines will assist the process of adjustment, and, 
in time, special interests and pleasures will again 
assume their normal place in the scheme of things - for 
both parents and child. 

Adults must take great care not to work out their 
own grief experience through the child. It is damaging 
to try to make the child an emotional replacement for 
the deceased. Respect the child's own personality. 

In the end, what you are will determine what you 
teach your children. You communicate your feelings, 
your faith and your own fears both consciously and un- 
consiously. The real challenge is not just how to ex¬ 
plain death to children, but first to understand and ac- 
cept it yourself. ___

Guidance On Investments 

For individuals who have never invested other than 
through a bank account or savings bonds, one of the 
biggest concerns is who to approach for guidance 
when investment decisions arc to be made. 

Selecting an investment broker is the first step one 
should take, but for the novice and expert investor this 
can be a major obstacle. 

Probably the best way to start is by asking friends 
whose judgement you value to refer you to their broker. 
Just because you might use their broker does not mean 
that you should fear for the confidentiality of the 
business you conduct. 

Another way to select a broker is to contact several 
firms and speak with a broker at each. You will, after 
several conversations, get a feeling of which one might 
be right for you. 

The issue of compatibility is the most important one. 
If you are looking for tax free bonds and the broker you 
talk to keeps wanting to discuss technology stocks 
you're probably going to have a problem. Keep in mind 
that brokers should-have an overall knowledge of in¬ 
vestment offerings; if a broker "pushes" one thing or 
specializes in one area to the exclusion of all others, 
you may end up with a mismatched broker-client rela¬ 
tionship. 

You may have only a slight idea of where you want 
to invest your money. A good broker will take the time 
to help you develop a plan and establish investment 
objectives. However, brokers do work on commission 
and a plan that you take no action on will probably 
result in the broker being unwilling to give you any 
more of his or her time. 

That certainly doesn't mean that you must make im¬ 
mediate decisions on the broker's suggestions, but 
fairness and loyalty should'work both ways. Once you 
have decided who to work with you'll get an idea of a 
broker's abilities and procedures. 

When you are looking for information is it sent pro¬ 
mptly? Do you always get the feeling that the broker is 
trying to get a quick commission or is he more in¬ 
terested in you as a long term client? Do you get the 
impression of integrity? You should. 

One aspect of the broker-client relationship that 
must be established early on is the frequency of con¬ 
tact between the two parties. An investor who 
demands frequent contact should be able to get it, 
assuming that their assets warrant such attention. 

Regardless of assets however, an investor does 
deserve a courteous, prompt reply to investment ques¬ 
tions. To summarize, the burden of selecting an invest¬ 
ment specialist ultimately falls on the investor; but in¬ 
tegrity ranks the highest in selection factors.

Fire and burns can't happen without heat, so it 
stands to reason that the fire-wise homeowner takes 
special safety precautions in that veritable menagerie 
of heating devices and hot objects, the kitchen. Here's 
how to make your kitchen fire and burn safe - for 
yourself and for the little ones. 

Don't hold a child in your lap while drinking coffee. 
Keep the tyke a safe distance away while you pump 
yourself full of caffeine, lest a sudden movement by the 
child jostle your hand, spilling hot liquid and scalding 
the little one. 

Speaking of little ones, if you have a toddler, put 
away that tablecloth for a few years. The child might 
tug on the tablecloth, pulling heavy objects, hot foods 
or scalding liquids down on himself or herself. 

Appliance cords should be coiled and tied with twist 
ties so they don't dangle over countertops. Dangling 
cords can catch in cabinet doors or attract the tugs of a 
child, upsetting the appliance and causing burns or in¬ 
jury. 

Always use potholders when carrying pots and pans 
off the stove. To carry a pot whose handles are so hot 
you can barely hold them is to invite a fumble and a 
deadly, burning spill.

If you have children, keep them in a highchair or 
playpen or behind a gate and out of the kitchen 
whenever you cook. 

Keep pot handles in when cooking. A handle that 
dangles over the front of the stove could be jostled by 
an adult hip, or worse, tugged by a young hand, caus¬ 
ing a scalding burn. 

Don't store cookies and similar goodies above the 
stove. It's easy to touch a hot burner reaching across 
the stove - little ones may actually try to climb onto the 
stove surface in search of sweets. For the same reason, 
it's wise to avoid garments with balloon sleeves, hang¬ 
ing tassels or other loose fitting features when cooking 
which are more likely to touch a burner and ignite. 

Speaking of ignition, where have you mounted your 
kitchen fire extinguisher? If it's above the stove, move 
it elsewhere; otherwise, if a pan fire occurs, you'll have 
to reach through the flames to get the extinguisher! Of 
course, another way to put out a pan fire is to cover the 
burning pan with its lid, smothering the flames. Never 
try to carry a burning pan outside. If you don't spill 
flaming liquid on yourself, you're liable to ignite wood¬ 
work, curtains and upholstery as you rush to the door 
with your flaming burden. 

Finally, know what to do if your clothing catches 
fire: drop to the floor and roll to put the fire out. Treat 
this, or any burn, by cooling the burn with cold water 
-this removes residual heat in the tissues that cause 
further burning. Cover the burn with a sterile pad or 
clean sheet - never with grease or butter - and seek 
medical attention.

Through his plays, George Bernard Shaw questioned 
the role of women in society, dealt with the relation¬ 
ships between men and women, and attacked the con¬ 
ventions and values of his day. In their production of 
G. B. Essence of Women, the Encore Players are able to 
convey Shaw's thoughts in an effective and convincing 
manner. 

The play, which ran on April 7th, 8th, and 9th, has 
three more performances on April 15th and 16th at 8 
p.m. and on the 17th at 2 p.m.; it's being presented at 
the Emmanuel Church, 761 Sumner Avenue, Spr¬ 
ingfield. 

G. B. Essence of Women is an anthology of scenes 
from seven of Shaw's dramas. In each one of the ex¬ 
cerpts, the theme of what really lurks in women's 
minds is present. The first part of the production 
features scenes from the following works: 

- Mrs. Warren's Profession: A woman (Ann Kertanis) 
tells her daughter (Kathy Bernard) that she was a pro¬ 
stitute. 

- Captain Brassbound’s Conversion: An officer (Dar¬ 
ren Redman) discovers many things about himself 
because of a seemingly timid woman (Laura Scantlen). 

- Caesar and Cleopatra: The young Queen of Egypt 
(Bernard) meets and talks with the Roman emperor 
(James Boyle) without knowing who he is. 

The second half deals with portions from these 
plays: 

- Arms and the Man: A young woman (Lisa Mrotek) 
befriends a soldier of fortune (Redman). 

- You Never Can Tell: A conceited young man (John

6. To avoid disclosure of assets in probate. 

7. To formulate a flexible estate plan. 

One of the most difficult tasks in the creation of a 
trust is choosing the right trustee or trustees. Among 
important factors of choosing a trustee is to determine 
if the trustee will be understanding of the beneficiary's 
needs. A trustee must manage the trust assets, invest 
them, keep records, prepare tax returns, make distribu¬ 
tions and account to the beneficiaries.

Car Insurance Loophole 

An investigation which was recently completed by 
the staff and members of the committee on insurance 
has revealed a loophole in the Commonwealth's in¬ 
surance system. This loophole is totally legal as it ex¬ 
ists and is being exploited by certain major insurance 
companies. 

A study of the rate setting process in auto insurance 
has made evident this serious injustice to many of the 
state's motorists. The loophole which is in the rate set¬ 
ting process allows those insurance companies in 
question to legally hide millions of dollars from their 
customers. The investigation has shown that certain 
mutual insurance companies have been withholding 
funds which should have been earmarked as dividends 
for their policyholders. 

The loophole has allowed those companies not us¬ 
ing independent agents who instead utilize employees 
for direct writing of private passenger policies substan¬ 
tial windfalls in premium dollars over those companies 
using the so called American Agency System. 

The American Agency System is used by most com¬ 
panies. This system allows the insurance company to 
have independent agencies write policies on a commis¬ 
sion basis. 

The companies which sell directly, not through in¬ 
dependent agents, are given the same expense dollar 
in the rate setting process as those companies which 
incur the cost of the independent agent. These direct 
writers are keeping the undeserved expense allowance 
and salting it away for their own use rather than return¬ 
ing it to their policyholders as they should, therby 
decreasing the costs of auto insurance to their 
policyholders. 

According to records on file in the office of the Com¬ 
missioner of Insurance, three major direct writing firms 
have not paid dividends to their policyholders since 
1979. These records estimate the amounts of money 
involved ranges anywhere from a few million dollars 
upwards, possibly in excess of ten million dollars. 


The House Chairman of the Committee on Insurance 
Theodore Alisso Jr. has called upon the Commissioner 
to investigate further to determine exactly how much 
money is involved and how many companies are par¬ 
ticipating in this practice. 


The committee is looking into the possibility of clos¬ 
ing this loophole by an amendment to the pending 
auto insurance reform package currently in front of th^ 
committee.

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Billy B. Breezes Into 
Elementary Schools 
With Tree Tunes

Agawam school children are learning at a very 
young age about the importance of caring for our 
natural resources, and these lessons were reinforced in 
a most entertaining manner this past week. 

With a relaxed, fun-filled routine, professional musi¬ 
cian Bill Brennan, known popularly as Billy B., perform¬ 
ed at all five elementary schools under the sponsorship 
of the Wide Horizons cultural project. Directed primari¬ 
ly at children in kindergarten through second grade, 
Billy B.'s program focused on trees and their influence 
and importance in our world. 

One of the more popular curriculum kits devised 
through Wide Horizons is known as “Forest Secrets," 
and Billy B.'s s«pngs and comments reinforced the 
lessons presented in this kit along with what may be 
considered everyday knowledge of the outdoor world. 
Viewers of his performance at Phelps School could on¬ 
ly smile as they witnessed the children's 
knowledgeable response to the catchy, ecology-based 
tunes. 

Billy B. opened his program by questioning the 
children about their general knowledge of trees and 
asking them to chant sing-song sayings such as “We 
breathe in ox-y-gen." Using a free-standing easel on 
which rested a painting of a tree, he placed the words 
for the parts of a tree in appropriate places as he in¬ 
troduced the parts in song. 

The children were encouraged to act out "I Am A 
Sprout" by curling up into a ball and then sprouting in¬ 
to life. They went on to do a "roots dance" to the tune 
of "My Roots Run Deep." Giggles and smiles greeted 
Billy B.'s demonstration of how a tree's roots sluurrp up 
minerals from the ground. 

"Yummy, yummy" vocalizes how the tree's leaves 
make food from energy from the sun. The kids obvious¬ 
ly enjoyed waving their "leaves" (hands) to grasp 
energy from the sun. 

Other tunes accompanied similar explanations of 
the functions of the various parts of the tree. An 
acknowledged favorite at Phelps seemed to be "Hey, 
You Big Guys" which depicts a little tree's movements 
toward little patches of sunlight left to it when crowded 
in by bigger trees. 

Billy B. has done many performances in conjunction 
with the National Wildlife Federation and has 
established a nationally known reputation for his 
clever method of presenting solid ecological informa¬ 
tion. Children .here in Agawam who sang his songs 
with him last year still remember the tunes, and those 
who saw him for the first time this year will most likely 
remember the songs until next year. To have their 
lessons remembered that well is the dream of all 
teachers!

The announcement was made last week by WSC

Rick is the starting quarterback at the University of 
New Hampshire and Dean starts for Agawam High.

Murphy, a physical education instructor at Agawam 
High, has received his first football head coaching job 
after serving 12 years as a Brownie assistant under 
Harry Leonardi, Cliff Kibbe and Leclerc at Westfield 
Stote.
